Housing  Facilities 
For  Students  at 
College  Depleted 

Housing  facilities  for  students  at 
Northwest  Missouri  State  college 
are  rapidly  being  depleted,  officials 
reveal. 

Already  the  180  units  In  the  wom¬ 
en’s  Residence  Hall  have  been  allo¬ 
cated  and  there  is  a  waiting  list 
of  some  21.  All  but  8  of  the  192  units 
In  the  men’s  Quad  have  been  allo¬ 
cated. 

With  the  College’s  facilities  allo¬ 
cated  so  early,  it  appears  that  many 
of  the  students  who  enroll  for  the 
fall  semester  will  have  to  secure 
accommodations  out  in  town. 

Last  year  there  were  110  units 
approved  out  in  town  for  women 
and  100  for  men. 

Lon  E.  Wilson,  dean  of  men,  has 
asked  that  any  householder  who  has 
rooms,  to  call  the  office,  phone  883, 
so  that  they  may  be  approved.  Tire 
College  normally  does  not  approve 
apartments  for  single  students,  it 
was  stated. 

Appearances  arc  that  the  first 
semester  of  the  1954-55  college  year 
will  see  a  large  number  of  fresh¬ 
men  and  sophomores  enrolling  at 
the  school. 

Many  prospective  students  for  the 
fall  semester  are  coming  to  town 
now,  checking  enrollment  procedure 
and  housing  accommodations. 

It  also  was  said  that  many  of 
the  men  students  also  are  seeking 
part-time  jobs  in  the  fall.  Dean 
Wilson  has  asked  that  any  business 
firm  or  householder  who  plans  on 
using  part-time  help  to  call  his 
office,  phone  883,  and  list  the  job. 
Many  times  the  fact  that  a  part- 
time  job  can  be  secured  oy  the 
prospective  student  means  that  ns 
will  enroll,  it  was  stated. 

The  College  will  maintain  a  list 
of  possible  jobs  and  approved  hous¬ 
ing  units  for  the  use  of  the  pros¬ 
pective  students.

Elementary  Language  Taught 

Through  the  past  year  laboratory 
schools,  whoso  objective  Is  to  test 
new  Ideas  in  education,  have  been 
teaching  foreign  language  to  their 
elementary  students.  .Horace  Mann 
Laboratory  School  began  teaching 
Spanish  In  the  fourth  grade  this 
year.  There  were  8  girls  and  17 
boys  enrolled  in  the  class,  which 
was  taught  by  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Dreps.
